Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgender and Questioning (LGBTQ) Pride Month 
recognizes the contributions that generations of LGBTQ individuals have made to 
American history, society and culture. The month of June was chosen to 
commemorate the 1969 Stonewall Inn Riots. In the 1960s, New York City police 
regularly raided gay bars. Early on the morning of Saturday, 28 June 1969, the police 
raided the Stonewall Inn, a gay bar in New York City. Upset over their treatment, a riot 
broke out involving gay and lesbian individuals who were being questioned by the 
police. Protests over their treatment spread over the course of several nights. 

The commemoration of LGBTQ Pride Month began in November of 1969, when Craig 
Rodwell, his partner Fred Sargeant, Ellen Broidy, and Linda Rhodes proposed the First 
Pride March, a demonstration to be held annually on the last Saturday in June in New 
York City. Initially, the last Sunday in June was celebrated as “Gay Pride Day.” In 
major cities across the nation, the “da/’ soon grew to encompass a month-long series 
of events involving parades, picnics, parties, workshops, symposia and concerts. 

In 2000, President Bill Clinton issued Presidential Proclamation 7316 proclaiming June 
as Gay and Lesbian Pride Month. In 2009, President Barack Obama issued 
Presidential Proclamation 8387 to proclaim June as Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, 
Transgender and Questioning Pride Month. Thereafter, he has issued a proclamation 
annually designating June as Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgender and Questioning 
Pride Month.
